There is, however, a 
serious side to contact 
lenses, for they have their 
advantages and disadvan- 
tages. 

Two basic types of 
lenses are available: hard 
and soft. Most people can 
wear one or the other, 
though some can not 
adapt to either. An eye 
specialist can prescribe 
what is best for an in- 
dividual after a full eye 
examamination. 

When considering the 
purchase of contact 
lenses, only an ophthal- 
mologist, or eye specialist, 
should be consulted. An 
ophthalmologist is 
trained in care of the eye, 
while an optometrist 
prepares the glasses or 
lenses and adjusts them 
to fit. Contacts: are 
medical prescriptions and 
need complete, profes- 
sional eye care.

Insurance for lenses is 
recommended by many 
eye doctors with yearly 
rates ranging from $15 to 
$95 for hard and soft 
lenses, respectively. 


Occasional distortion 


A common complaint 
from hard contact wear- 
ers is that vision is some- 
times slightly 
during night driving when 
the rim of the lens 
becomes visible. 


In spite of these 
problems, most contact 
wearers. are pleased with 
the alternative to glasses. 
A soft lens wearer for 
three years, Christy West- 
fall, a freshman from 
Nampa, Idaho majoring 
in family living, says she 
started wearing contacts 
because she was always 
breaking her glasses. “I 
love them. They are so 
much easier on the eyes. I 
just put them in, wear 
them all day and forget 
about them. They’re 
really comfortable.” 

Within the next decade,

“Everything BYU does works! This is like a scrim- 
mage,” said John Alquist of the University of Arizona 
sports information office after watching the first quarter 
of Saturday’s 34-14 Cougar victory. 

Although the rainy contest was never close, it was 
more than a scrimmage for BYU. The win, BYU’s sixth, 
was a vital stepping stone enroute to defending its 
Western Athletic Conference title. Se 

It was also the first time BYU fans had the opportunity 
to:see All-American Gifford Nielsen’s replacement Marc 
Wilson in a starting role. Wilson hit 23 of 43 for 334 yards 
and two touchdowns. 

Over 33,000 fans also saw BYU's latest offensive 
weapon — the run, starring tailback Roger Gourley, 
fullback Bill Ring and flanker .Mike Chronister. 
Chronister had two reverse runs worth 56 yards, with 
nearly the entire squad laying down Arizona defenders 
with well-timed blocking. It was a Halloween trick that 
the Wildcats were not expecting and a treat BYU fans 


adored.

- Arizona came to stop the pass, but left the run open, 

and BYU’s offensive line opened up the dancing lanes for 
Gourley (55 yards), Ring (35 yards), Scott Phillips (44 
yards), Chronister (56 yards), Scott Reber (19 yards), 
and Casey Wingard (17 yards), all highlighting what 
BYU offensive coordinator Doug Scovil called another- 
checkmate. 

“BYU played a better game than we did and usually 
the team playing the better game wins,” said Ron 
Mason, Arizona’s first year head coach. “We didn’t play 
particularly well in the first half, and BYU has-a 


sophisticated enough offense to take advantage of our 


mistakes.

Prested put the stop on 
Arizona’s wide-sprint game by breaking up the Wildcat 
sweep.
